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Campus parking report considered 


By 1975 the University will require about 
10,000 parking spaces on campus, according 
to a report, by Associated Engineering Serv- 
ices of Edmonton, received by the Board of 
Governors earlier this month. At present 
there are only 2,850 spaces. 


The present situation will be alleviated 
somewhat by the use of cleared areas in 
North Garneau, but this will provide only 
temporary relief as the parking lots will give 
way to buildings already planned for the 
area. 

The report considered a “park and ride” 
system as a possible long-term solution. In 
this system, drivers would leave their cars 
at some low-density parking area and travel 
to the University on an express bus. How- 
ever, this is regarded as uneconomical be- 
cause it involves the development of a rapid 
transit system by either the University or 
the Edmonton Transit System.

A special school bus service is another 
possibility, but it is also considered un- 
economical. 

The most viable solution, according to the 
report, is to use the land around Corbett Hall 
for parking, with a shuttle bus service 
operating regularly to the campus. The main 
problem here would be with the city’s de- 
velopment of traffic arteries to accom- 
modate the flow to and from Corbett Hall. 

The report suggests that five travel lanes 
in one direction would be required on 88 
Avenue at 109 Street; a minimum of three 
lanes in one direction on Saskatchewan 
Drive; three lanes in one direction on 82 
Avenue, 114 Street and Groat Road; and 
similar developments on 112 and 110 Streets.

Muttart Foundation honors 
Dr. Collip 


DR. GLADYS E. MUTTART, Vice-President of 
the Muttart Foundation, presented a gift of 
$35,000 to DR. D. R. WILSON, Head of the 
University’s Department of Medicine, earlier 
this month. 

Dr. Muttart’s letter of presentation stated 
that the gift is “payment for an electron 
microscope for the Department of Med- 
icine, in recognition of the significant early 
medical research of the late DR. J. B. COLLIP.” 

Dr. Collip joined the University staff in 
1915 as a lecturer in Physiology and Bio- 
chemistry and by 1920 had attained the rank 
of Professor and had published widely. 

In 1922 he joined DR. BANTING and pr. 
BEST in Toronto at their invitation. When

A $12 additional fee will be charged for a 
24-hour stall. 

Reserved zone fees will be identical with 
those for The University of Alberta Hos- 
pital, the Research Council of Alberta, and 
the provincial government in general. Zone 
fee with plug-in will cost $48 yearly ($6 per

The 
Auditorium management is unwilling to 
continue to make the lot available to the 
University at no charge. It has been pro- 
posed that an annual fee be levied for day 
use of the lot except when it is required for 
Auditorium purposes (about four days a 
year). No exact fee has been approved as 
yet; $12 has been suggested, but is only an 
estimate. 

Metered parking will be provided for 
visitors at a rate of 10c per hour, the same 
rate as that for The University of Alberta

Dr. Swift received his Bachelor and Mas- 
ter degrees from The University of Alberta 
and his doctorate in education from Stanford 
University. His retirement caps a career of 
40 years of distinguished public service. 

Dr. McLaren was appointed Professor and 
Head of Household Sciences at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto in 1953, and became Director 
in 1957 and Dean in 1963. She received her 
Bachelor of Science degree from this Uni- 
versity and her graduate degrees from the 
Universities of Minnesota and Wisconsin. 

Dr. Jackson received his Bachelor of Arts 
degree from The University of Alberta after 
teaching in rural Alberta elementary schools 
for two years. In 1937 he completed his 
Ph.D. at the University of London, and soon 
after joined the Department of Educational 
Research of the Ontario College of Educa- 
tion. 

He is the author of two books and 
numerous articles on_ statistics, and has

served on several committees, including the 
Canadian Education Association Research 
Council, the Royal Commission on Educa- 
tion in Ontario and the Canadian Council 
on Research for Education. 

Dr. Hall earned the degree of Bachelor of 
Science at this University in 1935, and went 
on to the University of Toronto where he 
became the first graduate student in Electron 
Optics and Electron Microscopy. In 1937, 
he constructed the first transmission electron 
microscope in the United States at the East- 
man Kodak Research Laboratories. 


He joined the faculty of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology in 1941, re- 
ceived his doctorate in 1947 and attained 
the rank of Professor. A charter member 
and past President of the Electron Micro- 
scopical Society of America, he has pub- 
lished about 80 papers and is the author of 
the textbook, An Introduction to Electron 
Microscopy. 

Charles Grant was called to the bar of 
Alberta in 1910, of Saskatchewan in 1917, 
and of the Yukon in 1945. He was named 
King’s Counsel in 1921. For 37 years he 
was the President of the Alberta Motor 
Association, which he founded. He has been 
active in several organizations, including the 
Edmonton Auto and Good Roads Associa- 
tion, the American Automobile Association, 
the National Parks Highway Association and 
the Canadian Good Roads Association. 

Long a defender of justice in Alberta, he 
is perhaps best remembered for his action in 
1936, when he obtained an Alberta Supreme 
Court injunction forbidding the City of 
Edmonton to accept what later became 
known as “funny money” as tax payment.

Dr. Donald C. Rowat, of the Carleton 
University Department of Political Science, 
and Professor René Hurtubise of the Faculty 
of Law, University of Montreal, have been 
appointed as commissioners of a study of 
the relations between universities and gov- 
ernments in Canada.

He has 
studied the governments of Western Europe, 
the ombudsman system in Scandinavia and 
the council of state in France. 

Professor René Hurtubise studied at the 
Université de Montréal, and at Oxford. He 


was called to the Quebec Bar in 1958 and. 


has been a member of the Université de 
Montréal Faculty of Law since 1960.
